their resignations “when the 
National People's Congress meets 
in August，according to a recent 
Associated Press (AP) report,， 

Li Xiannian，a 75-year-old vice 
premier and economist; economist 
Chen Yun;， Defense Minister Xu 
Xianqian; and Wang Zhen,，a 
Community Party military official 
are the vice Premiers expected to 
resign. Li Xiannian disclosed 
the resignations in a recent inter- 
view with Harrison Salisbury， 

Salisbury quoted Li as saying 
that Hua，who ,is 59，will be 
replaced as Premier by Zhao 
Ziyang，61. Hua will remain 
Chairman of the Communist 


Partyv，and Deng，Chen and Li - 


are _ expected to retain their 
Positions as Party Vice-Chairmen. 
Onmy the state positions，not the 
Party posts，wilI be shed. 

“The present situation in China 
is excellent. Political stability and

According to the Committee to 
Free Chol Soo Lee，over 3,000

Leonard Weinglass，Lee's attor- 
ney,， had informed District Attor- 
ney Smith that Lee would be 
willing to take any test devised by

Trial has tenatively been set for 
September 15.

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Joyce Block's Calligraphy 


Is on Display in Berkeley

BERKELEY 一 The calligraphy 
of Joyce Block, an American artist 
anid teacher who lived in Japan for 
19 years，will be on display at the 
Great Western Savings and Loan， 
2150 Shattuck Avenue， now 
through October 31. Block's 
teacher，Kakei Fujita，Pprofessor 


.emeritus of Nihon University and 


director of the Tenshin Calligraphy 


Research Institute in Tokyo，has 


described Block'S calligraphy ac- 
complishments as Surpassing 9055 
of Japanese calligraphy students. 
Block first became interested in 
Japan after_ her aunt- honey- 
mooned there in the 1930s，but it 
was not until she had taught two 
years in Italy in military dependent 
schools that Block，who had a 
Imaster's degree in fine arts educa- 
tion, deceided to travel to Japam. 
“Once settled in Yokohama and 
working at US military depen- 
dents Schools, Block began taking 
Japanese language courses at 3 
YMCA. One day in class,“bored 
with the ronutine”of standard lan-。 
guage': instruction，Block face- 
tiously remarked “wouldn't it be 
fun to learn Japanese by learning 
how to write Japanese calligra- 
Phy.” She was told to come back 
the following Friday，when she 
took her first class with Kakei 
Fujita，a renowned calligrapher 
from a long line of artists，whose 
calligraphy Block described as 
“the dancing brush.” 
FEASCINATING 
“Iseem to fall into things... 
They nd me; TIdont hind them ,” 
Block commented on herinnocent 
beginnings as a calligrapher， The 
study proved to be “fascinating” 
and Block's relationship with 


Fujitasgrew into …a love affair, in - 


the purest Sense of the word.” 
The weekly calligraphy- classes 

met in grIOUPS according to levels， 

and each student worked from 


_texts Fujita individually prepared : 


for them. “It was the absolute 6s:

OAKLAND 一 The Asian Law 
Caucus is currentljy distributing 
information and educational 
Imaterials on Tights and alter- 
natives to the military draft and 
Tegistration PITocess，The :Caucus 
has found that many groups are 
not aware that 
Tesident immigrants are required 
to register. 

Under current draft law，any 
alien in this country who is not on 


-a temporary visa (ie， student， 


Visitor，business) was required to 
Iegister by Aug. 2. This includes 
permanent resident aliens (green 
carders)， refugees and even ， 
undocumented “illegal”ajliens， 

“As failure to register poses a 
penalty of a fine of up to $10,000 
or imprisonment of up to five 
years, or both, this presents a large 
dilemma for undocumented 
aliens,， stated Dennis Hayashi of 
the Asian Law Caucus，“If they do 
not Tegister，these aliens，when 
discovered， may be liable for 
criminal prosecution as well as 
immigration consequences, And 证 
they qo register，thevy will be 
setting themselves up for almost 
certain deportation.” 

The Caucus and other groups 
points out that there's a“strong 
Correlation between registration 
and the draft, and wars, They cite 
the long history of comscription 
during periods of a more 
aggressiVe foreign policy， cul-
